A local , man Is the possessor of a 
rare Confederate bill, which the 
writer had the privilege of examining 
a day or so since. The bill is of the 
denomination of five dollars, and has 
many unique features. It bears date 
or September 2, 1861, and is printed 
only on one side. The paper was 
originally white, but age has given it 
a slightly yellow tinge. Although 
very thin, the paper Is of a good 
quality and has stood the ravages of 
time well. In the top center of the 
note is the figure of a female, 
in the costume of the olden times, and 
on the left side o f this likeness is 
the picture of a jfttfflBfe full sail 
while on the righ^H *m building, 
supposedly a ui;Jg .JM- a ware- 
house. In the l*L ■Horner, at 
the top of the n<^KBtW ft KU re "5,* 
surrounded by a dark circle, in which 
appears several other figure "B's" 
very much smaller than the larger 
one in the center. The left lower 
corner contains the figure of a man, 
resting aginst what appears to be a 
part of a snipes equipment. The top 
right hand corner is adorned with the 
numeral "V," while directly under- 
neath is the figure "5." in a circle 
rudely engraved with a curious de- 
sign. , ..; 

Not the least interesting features 
of the faded bank note are the in- 
scriptions thereon: On the top mar- 
gin of the bill Is the legend, "Re- 
ceivable in payment of all dues ex- 
cept export dues." and on the lower 
margin the following: "Fundable In 
Confederate States Stock, bearing 
eight per cent, interest." Under date 
of Richmond. Va., September 2, is the 
promissory note, printed on each side 
of the female figure: It reads 
months after the ratification of a 
treaty of peace between the Confeder- 
ate States and the United States," and 
beneath this "The Confederate States 
of America." in large letters. In the 
lower edges of the note appears the 
signatures of "J. H. Hurus, Register,' 
and "R. Rain, Treasurer." Taken as 
a whole, it Is the most interesting 
souvenir of the darkest days of the 
Union, and the owner prizes it highly.

80LUTION OF THE LIQUOR 
PROBLEM. 



We publish the following by re- 
quest, setting forth the rigb,t course 
tor saloon men to follow, in the pres- 
ent contest, between the forces of 
legal oontrol and local option. Had 



years ago, no such strenuous fight 
■would evtsr have been made: 
To the people of the United States 
and to the Members of the Legisla- 
tures of Our Various States: 
Acting upon the principle that men 
regulate their conduct largely in pro- 
portion to the rewards offered and the 
penalties inflicted, we are disposed, 
after the most careful consideration 
of the matter, to lay; before our fel- 
low citizens certain ideas which 
should be applied to the regulation 
of the retail liquor business of this 
country, and which we believe would 
remove the evils connected with this 
trade, and of which society so Justly 
complains. 

The retail liquor dealer, like any 
other man, gravitates instinctively, 
unconsciously, and in obedience to 
the immutable laws of trade, toward 
that line of conduct which eeems to 
1 promise the most substantial rewards, 
and like other men, he is ofttmes per- 
nuaded, because of the force of com- 
petition, or in obedience to the law 
of self-preservation, to dp things 
•which he condemns at heart, and 
which do hurt to the opinions, and 
perchance to the rights of others. 

This is not peculiar to the retail 
liquor trade, because investigations 
have shown that many great fortunes 
and many great franchises have been 
acquired by questionable methods, 
but the saloonkeepers shortcomings 
have been more extensively brought 
before public notice than those of any 
other set of men, and are more in 
evidence, and to these shortcomings 
we propose confining our suggestions. 

Why do so many saloonkeepers vio- 
late law? Because they find it profit- 
able, or else because their competitors 
practically force them to violarte law. 

If one manufacturer sec 
bates from railroads, his competitors 
must do likewise or else retire from 
business. 

To protect honesty, it must be re- 
warded, and dishonesty^ must be pun- 
ished. 

We are all controlled by promises 
of rewards for right conduct and of 
penalties for evil conduct, and even 
the ministers would find it hard to 
Inculcate religion if these factors 
were, eliminated from the doctrines of 
the churches. 

We would, therefore, urge that the 
following suggestions be embodied 
in an act and passed by the Legisla- 
ture of your State for the regulation 
of saloons: 

MODEL LICENSE LAW. 

First. All licenses now outstanding 
should be made permaneu 
cancelled by a vote of the majority of 
the cltlsens of the State, county, pre-

Third. A license should yield a 
good annual return to Government, 
t it should not be excessive for 
era! reasons; principally because 
it encourages, and 
most compels, the handling of impure 
liquors, the sale of alcoholic bever- 
ages to intoxicated men and to mi- 
nors, and the violation of laws in re- 
gard to closing at certain hours, etc. 

If society Imposes upon the saloon- 
keeper, the saloonkeper will impose 
upon society. 

Fourth. All licenses to retail liquors 
should be clear, unambiguous con- 
tracts, between the State and the in- 
dividual, and they should provide 
that conviction in a circuit court (first 
offense) of the violation of law, 
should carry with it a thirty days' sus- 
pension of the business of the licensee 
and the second conviction should 
work immediate cancellation, and 
furthermore that the holder could 
never be licensed again to retail li- 
quors In that State. 

Fifth. A penalty should be provided 
n all laws governing the retail liquor 
against any minor over eighteen who 
represents himself to be of age in 
order to procure intoxicants. 

The Idea that is paramount in these 
uggestlons Ib to give as great value 
and security to a license as possible. 

encourage the utmost 
obedience to the will of society as 
expressed In the laws on the statute 
books to remove liquor dealer from 
from politics by making his right to 
provide the immediate and inevitable 
cancellation of license upon convic- 
tion of the violation of law. 

If these suggestions are embodied 
Into law, they will nt interfere with 
any provisions that a State or a mu- 
nicipality may choose to adopt 
the regulation of the liquor traffic, but 
they will insure the enforcement of 
these provisions by an automatic pro- 
cess. The saloonkeeper will enforce 
the provisions, because it will pay 
much better to obey law than 
to violate it. To preserve bo valuabli 
a license as we have suggested from 
cancellation, the saloonkeeper will 
be of all men most anxjous to run 
an orderly place, to 
minors or Inebriates, and to close at 
the hour named by society. 

We submit these suggestions with 
confidence to society, because we be- 
lieve that they contain the solution of 
a problem before which this country 
has stood puxled for so many years. 
If they fail of the desired effect, they 
111 offer no obstacle to the enact- 
ment of any other form of legislation.
